A tablespoonful is 
well mixed in a gallon of water, and the meal 
then stirred up evenly in it. This operates 
as a preventive of lice. When wanted to kill 
lice on cattle, a heaping tablespoonful is well 
mixed with about four quarts o ibran, shorts, 
corn or any other meal. 

It may be fed every day, provided it does 
not scour the cattle, and if so, then not 80 
often. The effect of the sulphur must be 
watched. Ifthe lice and nits are abundant, 
as the sulphur acts slowly, it will be better to 
take crude petroleum, dip a horse brush in it, 
and then brush the hair very lightly until the 
oil touches the skin. If no crude petroleum 
is at hand, then take kerosene, and mix it 
half and half with melted lard, and brush that 
in. The lard is necessary to reduce the 
strength of the kerosene, for if applied pure, 
it would be too strong for the cattle. Some 
mix sulphur with lard to apply for lice, but 
this is apt to make little sores on the skin, 
especially in cold weather. If cattle are kept 
in good flesh, lice rarely attack them ; if they 
get on calves they retard their growth badly, 
and otherwise injure them,

2. Perhaps the next in importance among the or- 


gans of the body is the heart. It was a theory 
among the Ancients that the human heart was des- 
tined to beat a certain number of times during the 
period allotted unto the man to live, and that any 
thing which had a tendency to increase the number 
of beats per minute, not only was an injury to the 
possessor for the time being, but also by their fre- 
quency diminished the time necessary for the ful- 
filment of the prophecy. Physiology teaches us 
that the human heart is about the size of the clos- 
ed fist; that it is enclosed in a sac called the peri- 
cardium, and is placed obliquely in the thorax be- 
tween the lungs, occupying a space about four 
inches in width. It measures about five inches in 
length, 34 in width, 24 in thickness, and weighs in 
the adult male from ten to twelve ounces, and in 
the female from eight to ten. The average num- 
ber of beats per minute is seventy. There are two 
sounds of the heart called the first and second. 
The whole time of a heart pulsation may be di- 
vided into four quarters, the first sound occupying 
the first two, the second sound the third, and an in- 
terval of silence the fourth. To carry our investi- 
gations a step further, we find the multiplicity of 
heart beats amount to 4200 per hour, 100,800 per 
day, 36,792,000 in a year, and at each beat of the 
heart 24 ounces of blood are thrown out of it, 175 
ounces per minute, 656 pounds per hour, 7} tons 
per day, and in the course of a life with which we 
sometimes meet, the heart has propelled a million

However rich and 
easy the honey harvest may be, the drone would 
starve if the honey was not brought in to him. 

The drone bee is said to be the only insect un- 
provided with means of sustaining itself, but this 
is disputed by naturalists, who claim that there are 
others similarly helpless. A colony may contain 
only only two or three hundred drones, and it may 
support a thousand or more.

APPLYING HEN MANURE. 





I noticed in your issue of March 21st, an inquiry 
from B. 8S. W., Clinton, Mass., in relation to the 
best way to use hen manure. I beg here to give 
my way of using it, as I consider it the best way 
to dispose of it, and I know that it will grow any 
crop equally as well as any commercial fertilizer, 
and at small cost. I have a large box, and a half 
barrel that I use tomixin. Take twenty pounds 
of ground bone, wet with water, to which add ten 
pounds of sulphuric acid, and stir until the bone is 
all cut up. Put into the box one barrel of hen ma- 
nure, and after thoroughly pulverizing it, add one 
barrel of good earth or loam, and 200 pounds of 
ground plaster ; after adding the bone mix thorough-

A syrup prepared in this way from pure 
sugar oad clean water, is obviously the purest 
syrup that can be made, and contains nothing 
cekiinaninn or injurious. It is the syrup 
used in my family for many years. The taste 
at first is somewhat insipid, and lacks the 
rank taste of molasses and of syrups made 
from unrefined sugar, but after a time the 
palate becomes accustomed to this pure sweet 
and prefers it to all others. Any one can 
settle the question of economy by learning 
from his grocer the price of good table sy 7 : 
and if it is much below 50 cents a gallon, he 
will be able to estimate the comparative sav- 
ing by using such syrup instead of a pure and 
clean sweet, made by melting pure sugar.—

Rhode Island State Farm Experiment. 
Fertilizers versus Manure. 

The following is taken from an article in the 
Providence Gleaner, Oct. 1884: “The experiments 
were conducted under the direction of Charles H. 
Hunt, Superintendent of the R. I. State Farm, on 
a barren and unproductive field, which had been 
abandoned so long that few persons now living can 
remember whether it was ever plowed. The fig- 
ures indicate the crop raised upon one square rod 
of each section. The same value of fertilizer or 
manure was applied to each lot.

age. Like many other busy editors, Mr. 
Nixon over-worked himself, and about six 
years ago he found that his health was gradu- 
ally running down.
